The drugs of choice, so far as could be determined from this study, were first 
l.he oral administration of Sodium Amytal, 6 grains, followed in approximately 
one hour by Sodium Amytal intravenously. The latter is given in a 5,i solution 
at the rate of 1 cc a minute. 

It seems best to allow the Subjoct to sleep off the effects of the drug for 
this quite definitely insures amnesia. However, where it is necessary to awaken 
him or in any instance where there seems to be a little too much iivterierence 
with consciousness and it is desired to return him to accessibility Cor amine . 
intravenously is an excellent drug for stimulatory purposes.. The only objection 
to this particular drug is that it produces attacks of encasing. (This symptom 
is vorv transient in character however.) Another drug found useful as a stimulant, . 
is Ficrotoxin which may be given either intravenously or intramuscularly, -‘hen 
riven in cases during this study, the latter drug did not produco the effect ox 
full recovery from the sedative. However, this may well have been due. to over 
caution i.i its administration, especially concerning the amount » lurtncr ex- 
perimental work may enable the operator to produce mere nearly the results desired. 


nss cf Sodium Pontathnl intravenously is similar m its eifect to 
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Sodium Amytal except that the duration of tho impaired consciousness is snorter. 
This, off-hand, might seen desirable but the amnesia we desire is not so well 
assured as in a. longer acting sed-ative. There is n slight, degree of dan._.ei fi cm 
the use of Sodium Pentothal compared to that of Sodium Amytal. 

It is recommended that the oral and intravenous Sodium Amytal with the Corarnme 
or Piero toxin as a stimulant bo utilized 'hr the time being in the conti-u-tion 
of the work of this character. If tho avoidance of an overt hypnotic tecimique 
were not required, it is probable that excellent results might be obtained 
through tho oral use of Sodium Amytal but lue to tho necessity of being surrep- 
titious, it is necessary to combine the oral and intra-onous or to use cue intra- 
venous method alone in order to produce the delicate point between consciousness 
and unconsciousness required for Subconscious Isolation.
